bird will eat some 2,000 mos­ 
qu itos each day . 
It all began when the Griggs­ 
v ille Jav cees asked Wade, a 
telev isio n and FM radio anten­ 
na manufacturer, to m a k e 
aluminum bird ho uses fo r the 
v illage. This was in 196 2. 
Installed along the main streets 
of Griggsv ille as a Jay cee proj­ 
ect, the pu rple martins soon 
mo v ed in and made themselv es 
at home in the new alu minu m 
flats. 
Almost at once, the residents 
noticed that their mosqu ito prob­ 
lems disappeared. 
For y ears man had been try ing 
to solv e the problem of mos­ 
qu itoes by u sing chemicals. Bu t 
throu gh the y ears the pesky crit­ 
ters had bu ilt u p a resistance to 
the chemical insecticides almost 
faster than man cou ld dev elop 
them. 
In addition, the insecticides be­ 
gan showing u p in v ariou s foods 
and animals from right in ou r own 
back y ards to as far away as 
Alaska. 
Something had to be done. 
Then Wade hit on the idea of 
telling America of Griggsv ille’s 
discov ery . It was an opportu n­ 
ity to not only help his com­ 
mu nity ’s economy , bu t aid the 
health of the nation as well. 
From here on the rest is his­ 
tory .

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LBJ Seems To Take 
Harder Viet Stan d

If the quiet wo rd o ut o f the White Ho use is to 
be believ ed, a dramatic chang e in America’s po licy 
is in the making . At tin* v ery least, the President 
will fo rev er cast aside his ho pes in I he efficacy o f 
a “ co nsensus” strateg y , and o penly Indo rse a war 
o f v icto ry in So utheast Asia. This will be bad news 
to Ho Chi Minh and the No rth Vietnamese Co m­ 
munists. It will also wring shrieks o f ang uish fro m 
the State Department, fro m the 
Senate’s do v es, and fro m Viet- 
niks ev ery where. 
Of far mo re impo rtance to 
President J o hnso n will be the 
hug e sig h o f relief fro m the g reat 
majo rity o f the American peo ple 
— a majo rity ' that has waited 
o v er the y ears fo r the o ther sho e 
to dro p. 
Mo re than rumo rs hav e been 
De To ledano 
spilling o ut o v er the White Ho use transo m. Mr. 
J o hnso n has been study ing the repo rts prepared by 
Demo cratic po litical analy sts. He realizes that if 
the Vietnamese war is till drag g ing alo ng when the 
v o ters g o to the po lls in 1968, he will be In serio us 
tro uble —■ and the po ssibility o f defeat is no t o ne 
that LBJ can co nsider with equanimity . 
If the repo rts are co rrect, Mr. J o hnso n has be­ 
g un to lo o k with a jaundiced ey e o n Defense Sec. 
Ro bert Strang e McNamara. It may be that Mr. 
McNamara was as unreliable in his adv ice to the 
President mi he was in testify ing befo re the Co n­ 
g ress. Fo r the first time, therefo re, the Persident 
has beg un to listen to the military . 
They hav e to ld him that at the present rate o f 
attritio n, the Vietnamese war will drag o n fo r an­ 
o ther fiv e to 10 y ears. But by using av ailable fo rces 
to their full ex tent and witho ut any po litical tam­ 
pering fro m Mr. McNamara and the State Depart­ 


ment. the Co mmunists can be decisiv ely crushed 
in less than a y ear. This wo uld require the mining 
o f Haipho ng harbo r, the interdictio n o f sea traffc to 
No rth Vietnam, and the v ig o ro us bo mbardment o f 
all military targ ets in No rth Vietnam. 
At the same time, Mr. J o hnso n has co me to 
realize that his perpetual talk o f "peace,” his em­ 
phasis o n "neg o tiatio n,” and his permissiv e atti­ 
tude to ward the "do v es” in his o wn Administratio n 
hav e directly undercut the war effo rt by co nv inc­ 
ing the Co mmunists that the United States do esn’t 
really kno w where it is g o ing . 
Fear o f Red Chinese and So v iet interv entio n 
has also diminished. Red China is to o to m by dis­ 
sensio n and to o weak eco no mically . And the So v iet 
Unio n is to o inv o lv ed in a hig hly co mplex g ame o f 
wo rld Co mmunist po litics. It wo uld suit her aims 
If the United States co ntinued alo ng its present 
half-hearted co urse. But an abject withdrawal by 
us wo uld simply streng then Mao Tse-tung ’s hand 
and allo w him to cro w that after all, he was rig ht 
— the United States was a "paper tig er.” Ameri­ 
can v icto ry wo uld be hard to take. But to day ’s 
Kremlin is Euro pe-o riented, where Stalin was mo re 
Asiatic in po licy . 
The ro ad is o pen, therefo re, fo r the kind o f 
v icto ry in So utheast Asia that the American peo ple 
want. It wo uld make a natio nal hero o f Mr. J o hnso n 
and pav e the way fo r ano ther g reat electo ral 
sweep. It wo uld depriv e the Republicans o f what 
they ex pect to capitalize o n in 1968, the g eneral and 
unfo rmulated dissatisfactio n o f the v o ters. 
Mr. J o hnso n has already been sho wing a far 
to ug her attitude to ward the Co mmunists in So uth­ 
east Asia. And he has beg un to strike back sharply 
at his critics here. He has but a sho rt way to g o 
befo re he steps o ff o n the ro ad to v icto ry .

Un iquely in his party , an d per­ 
haps in politics, O’Brien has the 
capacity for gettin g tough without 
stirrin g deep person al 
en mity . 
Somehow, he con vey s a sen se of 
fairn ess an d balan ce to n early all 
person s an d faction s. 
After the heavy 
Democratic 
losses of 1966, party figures in 
man y places clamored for drastic 
chan ge in the Democratic Na­ 
tion al Committee. It is n o secret 
that O’Brien was their un iversal 
choice to lead them out of the 
woods. 
Amon g those who wan ted him 
as n ation al chairman was Sen . 
Robert F. Ken n edy of New York 
Yet. Presiden t John son ’s decision 
to retain Chairman John M. Bai­ 
ley did n ot n ecessarily reflect 
fear th a t, O’Brien would be a 
“Ken n edy chairm an .” 
It is more likely that the Presi­ 
den t, havin g limited respect for 
the n ation al committee, 
thin ks 
O’Brien would be at least partly 
wasted there. 
John son ’s trust in O’Brien ap­ 
pears to be deep-set. From their 
first grave talk on Air Force On e 
return in g from Dallas after Presi­ 
den t Ken n edy ’s assassin ation in 
1963, the two men have had mu­ 
tually respectful an d reason ably 
warm relation s. 
O’Brien still retain s his spacious 
secon d-floor office in the White 
House—an d he is often there. The 
Presiden t 
sometimes 
summon s 
him to the White House two or 
three times a day . 
At his Post Office headquarters, 
O’Brien presides over a risin g vol­ 
can ic moun tain of mail whose 
man agemen t ought to in timidate 
the world's most efficien t busin ess 


organ izer. 
He refuses to be buf­ 
faloed but is embarked in stead 
on a massive effort to get abreast 
of the difficulties with electron ic 
an d mechan ical aids un iquely de­ 
sign ed for the mail service. 
He 
is the first to say the surface has 
been barely scratched. 


Pursuin g his goal of modern iza­ 
tion , O’Brien hops about the coun ­ 
try often on field in spection s. Not 
in ciden tally , they give him con ­ 
stan t chan ce to talk politics with 
state an d local leaders—an d re­ 
port to the Presiden t on these, as 
he has don e at len gth an d in in ­ 
tim ate detail from the start. 


In 1964 an d 1966, O'Brien was 
the Presiden t’s crucial political 
con fidan t in the heat of the elec­ 
tion battles. 
His appraisals are 
awaited with the same in terest 
that atten ds top battlefield reports 
in war. 


Some adm irers of the postmas­ 
ter gen eral’s supreme talen ts as 
a political organ izer thin k he is 
bein g badly “un derused” in the 
political field. However that may 
be, the situation seems un likely 


to chan ge so lon g as he serves 
John son . For the Presiden t plain ­ 
ly is in terested in his versatility . 
O’Brien is. in fact, so placed 
that he could go on in defin itely — 
bey on d the John son adm in istra­ 
tion —in high political an d public 
service posts. He has n ot presen t 
in terest in the six -figure private 
jobs that have from time to time 
been dan gled before him.

The committee has 
not y et submitted its findings or 
recommendations. 
Sulliv an had been subpoenaed 
to testify at the committee’s 
hearings last month but was 
ex cused because of ill health. 
Dodd told-the bipartisan panel 
that testimonial affairs between 
1961 and 1965 were not to raise 
campaign funds for him but to 
prov ide him with money to pay 
off debts and meet what he 
called 
‘‘personal-political

penses.** He said he regarded 
the proceeds as tax -free gifts.

ford b y cou nsel for the commit­ 
tee and for Dodd, also said the

said “I think that y ou ’re coming 
there to actu ally mak e a gift to 
the man who the dinner is b eing 
held for.” 
Su lliv an said that in handling 
Dodd’s 1964 camp aign accou nts 
he made no attemp t to segre­ 
gate testimonial fu nds 
f r o m 
camp aign fu nds u ntil Octob er, 
the month b efore the election. 
He testified his only thou ght 
was to “p ay the b ills, k eep 
track of the money , mak e su re 
we’re

ou r­ 
selv es. If I had to u se the testi­ 
monial money to p ay them, we 
were going to u se it. We did u se 
some of it.” 
The only reason he op ened a

Su lli­ 
v an said, was b ecau se Dodd’s 
lawy er and camp aign manager, 
James O’Connor, wanted this 
done.

With the adv ent of spring the 
av erage householder’s thoughts 
turn to the garden, flowers, green­ 
ery , and beauty popping from 
Mother Earth for the joy of all. 
I do not desire to place a 
damper on these thoughts as I am 
as completely aware as the nex t 
indiv idual of the pleasant thought 
of observ ing the grip of winter re­ 
leased to the freshness of spring. 
All the pleas antnes conjured up 
resultant to the awakening of the 
earth and the new life which now 
flows upward through the stems 
of plants should not be repelled 
by warnings attendant upon the 
changes in nature; howev er, the 
following items for thought are 
placed before y ou for careful con­ 
sideration. 
Did y ou know that many of our 
common plants are poisonous to 
some ex tent— some more so than 
others? A partial listing of these 
plants ex tracted from one issue 
by the Illinois Department of Pub­ 
lic Health follows: 
Poisonous Plants 
Arrow Grass, Bird of Para­ 
dise, (seed pod), Bittersweet 
(leav es and fruit), Black Night­ 
shade (leav es & berries). Burn­ 
ing Bush (fruit & leav es), But­ 
tercup, Castor Beane (seed), 
Catalpa, Choke Berry , Christ­ 
mas 
Berry , Chry santhemum, 
Clematis, 
Cy clamen 
(tuber), 
Daffodil (bulb). 
Daphne, Diffenbachia (dumb 
cane), Elephant ear, Fox glov e
